'Hie came of death ha* not 
been determined but Investl^atorr 
said there was nothing to indicate 
the officer had died of oilier than 
natural causes 
Major Tebbs, who had been reliev­ 
ed of hie. command of the Marine 
detachment at the Mechanicsburg 
Naval depot at special ceremonies 
Monday morning, was enroute to his 
home near Hamilton, Va . and was to 
have been retired after four months 
The Marine Corps officer is believ­ 
ed to have parked his car about IO 
a rn and was seen sitting upright In 
the driver’s seat at noon and again 
at I o'clock In the afternoon When 
the car was retorted to the state 
police here the officer was doubled 
up as though In severe pain with his 
knees resting on the driver s seat 
and his face pressed against the 
balk of the seat, 
To Conduct Autopsy 
The windows of the car were ojien 
and nothing was disarranged 
Tile local investigation was con­ 
ducted by state police and Dr. C. G 
Crist, Adams county coroner. Tire 
body was brought to the Bender 
funeral home here where It was 
viewed later in the evening by a 
group of Marine officers from Me­ 
chanicsburg. At 5 o'clock this morn­ 
ing it was removed by military au­ 
thorities and presumably was taken 
to Philadelphia where a post-mor­ 
tem examination was lo be perform­ 
ed to determine the cause of death.
